* record of birth containing suffic­ 
ient data to give positive Identi­ 
fication will be accepted. Adop­ 
tion papers will be accepted proof 
of age that give the child's age 
In years, months, and days 
the date of adoption.

A baptismal certificate, family 
blble record, passport, or an In 
surance policy over two years 
old, will also suffice.

Pupils who cannot furnish Im 
i mediate proof of age on the op-

Torrance retail business firms will Join In the nation­ 
wide movement to make Defense Savings Slumps and Bonds 
easily available lo everyone. It was decided at a meeting of 
local rctailcis held last Friday. Robt. T. McCallum, president 
c/ tho Business Men's Association presided, and Postmaster 
C. Earl Conner explained the plan for selling stamps through 
the store*.

Since the meeting a number of local merchants have 
purchased a supply of 10-ccnt and 25-ccnt defeiuv stumps 
and will have them on sale at their stores. Albums aro sup­ 
plied, by the United State* Treasury Department without u 
charge. When sufficient stamps have been pasted Into tlic- 
album, It may be exchanged at the postofflci for a United 
States Saving Bond which draws Intercut from the date of 
the exchange.

Chain stores as well as independent merchants are par­ 
ticipating In the Installment plan for the sale of Federal bonds 
through the sale of defense stamps. It has been suggested 
by local retailers that customers make a practice of request­ 
ing that part of their change be taken in Defense stamps 
each time they make a purchase.

Second Defeat of Powell - Murray Necessary 
To Put City on Prosperity Priority List

"An Editorial 1 by Grovcr C. Whyte-
It la a serious reflection on our democratic form 

of government when grasping politicians attempt to 
thwart the clearly expressed will" of the majority of 
the electorate merely to satisfy their own selfish pur­ 
poses and fatten their private purses. Yet just this 
very thing Is being tried In Torrance by the Powell- 
Murruy machine. ,

Having been once recalled from office by a 
majority of voters, most men with any degree of per­ 
sonal pride would have quietly retired to make way 
for the election of other citizens. But not BO with such 
ambitious politicians as Powell and Murray. They not 
only Insisted upon forcing their names on the ballot 
to fill the very offices from which they had1 been re­ 
moved, but they even objected to allowing others to 
run for election. Through an unfortunate misunder­ 
standing of the technicalities of the election law, the 
Powell and Murray machine has succeeded in disqual­ 
ifying six other candidates, several of whom would 
have made excellent city councilmen.

All sense of fair play has been disregarded by 
Powell and Murray In their zeal to get back on the 
city payroll at $60 per month, PLUS. But their zeal- 
ouHiiess to wipe out their opponents has blinded them 
to political strategy. They have narrowed the field of 
candidates and consequently have lessened the possi­ 
bility of being elected through splitting the vote of the 
opposition.

It la fortunate, Indeed, for the .good, cltltuns of

Torrance that James A. Evans and Kenneth 11. Kail 
filed their nomination papers before the legal time 
limit had expired and are thus able to challenge the 
Powell-Murray clique ut next Wednesday's election.

Friends of all six of the candidates whose names 
were ordered removed from the ballot 'because of fil­ 
ing one day late are rallying td the support of Evans 
and Kail, each of whom already had a considerable 
following among local voters. Most citizens recognize 
the fact that the Important Issue at stake In next 
Wednesday's election Is to again defeat Powell and 
Murray. Unless this is done, nothing will be settled 
and this city will continue to suffer from maladmini­ 
stration and unfavorable publicity.

  Already plans are under way to prevent Powell 
and Murray from being seated If they should be elected 
through their political maneuvering, A most eminent 
firm of attorneys in Los Angeles specializing In munici­ 
pal law has expressed the opinion that if the case of 
Powell and Murray were taken to the Supreme Court, 
that high authority would not permit them to hold 
office after being recalled by a majority of voters.

But, of course, the easiest and quickest way to 
Urmlnate this political squabble is to defeat Powell 
add Murray AGAIN.
